The svonderful spectacle is piesented of our nation's draw- 
ing- from the wotkl an immense annual balance in trade, 
but yet loaning those nations money for current expenses. 
It .nJI points to the old fact that when silver was demon- 
etized it was an unspeakable crime. The nations who are 
borrowing our gold have in circulation, besides what met- 
allic money they own, just as much paper money as they 
can keep at par. Still with all they have and all they can 
borrow they are short of the material which makes active 
and extensive trade possible. Then where half the world's 
•workers are congregated, they have no money, they have 
no means of borrowing-, famine is raging and there is 
•nothing with which to buy the starving food. This sure- 
ly is a. mighty indictment of the few men who, to make 
•money for themselves, hired newspapers and coi rupted 
the public opinion of the world until half of the metalic 
"money of the world was converted into merchandise. But 
the causes which prompted this mistake and crime have 
passed away. Ihe bonds have in the main all been called 
In, and what are still out are di awing- rates of interest 
so low that they have ceased to be of much concernment 
except to national bankers; and those v> ho loan money on 
realty are read to accept very low interest. But another 


• demand is on now. It is for a wide trade; a Irade to make 
•work for the trains that traverse the land, freight for the 
ships that compass the seas. 
Our great manufacturers 


xind transportation companies uhich are seeking trade and 
freightage turn instinctively to China and Spanish Ameri- 
ca. But those countries are so drained of money that the 
hands of the laborers are tied. Morover, their daily in- 
•cllvidtial transactions aie too small to be measured in gold 
liense the trains on land and the ships at sea cannot find 
profitable employment Crom anything they can curry to or 
Taring from those countries, What, then, is the sensible 
thing to do? Manifestly a fixed ratio between gold and 
Silevr should be established on which to regulate ex- 
changes, the non such terms as may be just the silver 
of our country, tit least the annual product, should be 
loaned to those lands that so need it, the interest and 
principal to be returned in the especial products of those 
countries which we do not produce and which every year 


* we are forced to buy. 


Our countiy ought to give Europe a chance to join in 


this, but if it declines then by act of congress it should be 
declared that our country in its trade with the world will 
rate silver at a fixed ratio with gold and that would with- 
in a month be the rate all around the big world even 
should the old ratio of 16 to 1 be proclaimed.

roe notified the Holy Alliance that-from the "wars of Eu- 
ropean powers," this "Hemisphere" Including the United 
States, and their sister republics, had sacrificed and suf- 
fered enough and mustt henceforth be exempt except In 
»e]f-defense. 
But while protesting- against any further 


disc aimed any rig . or disposition ,o irr.ervene n wars ae- 
yond its borders. 


In this connection he said: "With the existing colonies, 


or dependencies of any European power, we have not in- 
terfered, and shall not Interfere." Yet where as in both 
of the "American Continents," they have successfully &et 
up for themselves, they were "not to be considered sub- 
jects for future colonization by any European power." 
Therefore, "any interposition for the purpose of oppress- 
ing them, or controlling in any other way their destiny," 
or any attempt of said "allied powers to extend their po- 
litical system to any portion of either continent," will be 
deemed an invasion of both. 


Distinctly assuming that none of the new republics, 


"if left to themselves, would adopt .t of their own accord," 
the consent of the governed is made the basis of their na- 
tional existence. Thu§ reaching out over the threatened 
republics of South and Central America, the most popular 
administration of this then dominant ana defiant nation, 
said to the alied monarchies of Europe, for your floating 
colonies and colonial system, a continental world power has 
no use, but lay not a royal hand on a single one of her 
sister republics. And so it is for jingo imperialism, the 
Monroe Doctrine is a discarded misfit. — Placerville Demo- 
crat.
